ROLLA, Mo., June 30.—Two can- 
didates for public office in Phelps 
County in 1936 related today to the 
Fost-Dispatch circumstances under 
which a contribution of at least 
$200 for their campaigns was made 
by Albert C. Laun, former vice- 
president and ace lobbyist of the 
Union Electric Co. of Missouri, who 
igned recently during an inves- 
tigation by the Securities and Ex- 


change Commission of the com- 
pany’s business practices and po- 
litical activities. 

The candidates, Eugene E. North- 
ern, then chairman of the Phelps 
County Republican Central Com- 
mittee, who was on the ticket for 
State Representative, and Roy L. 
Kirgan, Republican nominee for 
Sheriff, disagreed as to the amount 
they received from “Laun and as to 
its expenditure. 

However, both said the money 
was given to them in Laun’s office 
at the Union Electric Co. in St. 
Louis when they called there seex- 
ing financial assistance for the cam- 
paign. 

Men Differ on Amounts. 
Describing receipt of the con- 
ribution, Northern related that 
Laun reached into the right-hand 
drawer of his desk and laid two 
$100 bills on the desk. Northern 
said he picked them up and later 
gave one to Kirgan for his cam- 
paign expenses, keeping the oth- 
er to spend in behalf of the Re- 
publican ticket, which in normal- 
ly Democratic Phelps County con- 
sisted that year only of himself 
and Kirgan. 

Kirgan asserted the amount re- 
ceived by Northern was $500 and 
Said he received only $50 of this 
mount. The $50, he added, was 
“spent by him on election day for 
Northern with the expectation that 
he, too, would receive some bene- 
fit. 

The required statements of cam- 
paign contributions received and ex- 
Ppenditures made, on file at the of- 
fice of the County Clerk of Phelps 
County, show that Kirgan spent 
$278.20 and that Northern’s report- 
ed expenses were but $63.14. In 
heither statement did the candidate |m 
show that any contribution to his 
campaign fund was made. 


From Old Home Town. 

Asked about the first step in get- 
tine the contribution from Laun, | 
Kirgan, who operates a grocery at) 
nearby St. James, said that Laun 
had been born and reared there and 
at he had known him for many 
ears. Having won the Republican) 
homination for Sheriff, Kirgan said 
he wished to add strength to the 
Republican ticket and, since there 
had been no Republican candidates 
for State Representative in the pri- 
mary, arrangements were made by 
the Republican County Committee 
to fill the vacancy by naming 
Northern, popular young Rolla at- 
torney. 

“I thought Al might be interest- 
ed in Northern as a candidate for 
State Representative,” Kirgan ex- 
lained, “and I called him up late 
September, 1936, and made an 
&ppointment to bring Northern and 
talk to Laun in his office in St. 
Louis. We went to his office and 
told him that we thought we could 
put Northern over, but that it would 
take about $500.

dium custody jobs.” 

“O'Malley was assigned to light 
duty in the power house,” it was 
explained. “He asked to be given 
work there where he could be em- 
ployed seven days a week. He will 
probably work as an oiler or wiper. 

“Because of his physical condi. 
tion, Pendergast was assigned to 
light duty as a clerk in the labora- 
tory of the prison hospital.” 

Both men are serving sentence 
for evasions of income tax pay- 
ments. The official declined to give 
further details on the job assign- 
ments,
